Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

bearers must be established, the gateway server terminating the circuit switched 
session within the system, after notification from the SIP server, sending from the 
gateway server to the dual-mode terminal, a callback telephone number and calling the 
callback telephone number by the dual-mode mobile terminal to establish a circuit 
switched call with the gateway server.
